Alberta Legislature Adjourns 


July Election Probable—Short 
Session in May—Redistribu- 
tion Committee Fails te 
Agree, 


The Alberta Leyislature ad- 
journed on Thursday, after an 
eight weeks session, having 
cleaued up the business on the 
order paper, 

It would have been possible 
to prorogue but for the Natural 
Resources Bill, which cannot 
‘pass third reading until agreed 
upon by the Dominion House; 
Premier Brownlee announced 
that the adjourned  sessien 
would be held on May 5th or 
near that date, aud that the 
election would be held before 
July 15, 

Seventy-one bills have receiv- 
ed their third reading during 
the present session, 

The eommittve dn redistribu- 
tiun, ‘eomposed of members 
from all sides of the House, 
presented # majority aud min- 
Ority report. ‘he majority re- 
port stated that on account of 
the committee not being uv- 
auimous, «a geueral redistribu- 
tion.ekhould-be postponed. ‘The 
Liberals on the committee pte- 
sented a mifvrity report, favor- 
ing leaving the seats as they 
are for another session, on ac. 
count of accurate population 
data not being available, and 
arraugements having been 
made by the various parties for 
conducting the elections on the 
present constituency boundar. 
ies.

2950 votes were cast in the 
Redchiff constituency in 1921, ns 
compared with 1294 in 1925, 
The decrease was largely due 
to weather and harvest condi- 
tions.

Government May Operate 
Railway 


A bill was passed Thursday 
enabling the Government to, if 
necessary, operate the Edmon- 
ton, Dunvegan and_ British 
Columbia Railway, by appre. 
priating $432,500 for capital ex- 
penditure and reconditioning, 
and $1,300,000 to be used in pur- 
chasing stocka, bonds, etc. The 
latter amount ia believed to re- 
present the Royal Bank's mini- 
mom offer for its securicies, 
The Government cannot oper- 
ate the line without acquiring 
the bank's securities ‘The bank 
wanted §2 400,000 but. has flually 
agreed to take less than $1 500,- 
000, 

The Government is institut. 
ing an inquiry into the tele- 
phone system, said Premier 
Brownlee on Thursday, The 
system was handicapped by ex- 
cexsive capitalisa tion, caused by 
lines heing placed where they 
could not pay their way. A

Leading Conservatives Are Opposed

Ottawa.—The government's old age 
pension scheme was discussed at 
length in the house, but at adjourn- 
ment the resolution outlining the 
scheme remained unpassed. Hon. Dr. 
King, who, as acting minister of labor, 
sponsored the resolution, took the 
ground that it was in the interests of 
the Dominion as a whole. Premier 
King observed that it might be desir- 
able to have a meeting of provincial 
premiers, or representatives of the 
provincial governments, to~ consider 
how the plan might most effectively 
be worked eut.

|the plan develop into a system of 


social insurance, but this would be 
possibly only with the co-operation 
of the provinces. Jie agreed that the 
contributory system was the only 
sound basis for a permanent scheme 
of old age pensions, but urged that 
the present plan aimed to assist those, 
approaching the 70 mark, who had 
helped to develop Canada in pioneer 
days. 

Sir Henry Drayton took the 
ground that none of the provinces 
with one exception, wanted the legis- 
lation.

Separate Government 


Ie Quite Separate From Govertiment 
Of Great Britain 

Persons who belleve that the Chan- 
nel Islands, of Jersey, Guernsey, Ald- 
erney and Sark “belong” to England 
| or are part of England may be surpris- 
ed at the negotiations that have been 
‘carried on between the authorities in 
those islands and in tho Isle of Man, 
on the one hand, and the British treas- 
ury on the other hand for three years. 
In 1923, the British home “secretary in- 
vited the islands to contribute to the 
funds of Great Britain whose inhabit- 
ants were paying heavy taxation in 
consequence of the war. . 

The attitude of the islanders to- 
wards the recommendations has not 
yet been revealed.

New York Interests 

Announcement is made of the pur- 
chase by New York and Florida inter- 
ests of 4,000,000,000 feet of standing 
timber, a ten-acre site and shingle mill 
located on Coal Harbor, almost in the 
heart of the city, a mill site on Lulu 
Island, opposite New Westminster, 
and sundry other assets of the old 
Sritish Timber Corporation.
